It calls him a traitor to 
the South, aud charges him with desert­ 
ing Democratic 
principles. It heaps 
condemnation in a general way upon the 
heads of the Northern memliers, and 
said if General Bragg and his friends 
were ashamed of them, they were dis- 
gasted with Bragg and the Northern 
Democrats. 
When a Democratic Congressman gets 
mad at something w'ithiu his own party, 
aud a Democratic paper gets its ire rais­ 
ed because some Northern Democrats 
won’t staud by rebel claims, then you 
may expect to hear a good deal of truth. 
The shots flrod back ami birth strike “be­ 
tween the eyes,” ami thus the inward 
life of the Democratic party is laid bare 
to the public.

A complaint lodged against 
these proverbial patterns of industry 
brought the fact to light that some 
skillful speculator 
had 
established,

capital, no fewer than a thousand bee­ 
hives, with a busy community of about 
forty million of subjects, who rob and 
torment their neighbors to an alarming 
degree. 
These winged brigands, as it 
seems, sally forth upon the sugar-boil­ 
ing works with which the neighborhood 
is studded and which prove to be a 
most profitable substitute for honey- 
giving flowers. 
The owner of one of 
these sugar factories, who stands first 
in the list of complainers, calculates 
that bees steal from him at the least 
tw’enty-five thousand francs’ worth of 
sugar a year.

JKH) heroic young men, which only took 
part at the conclusion of the battle, was 
entirely destroyed, the bodies tieing in­ 
terred together on the battle-field. The 
troop of JOO glorious dead have now, 
after the lapse of two-and-twenty cen­ 
turies, lieen discovered and brought to 
light by the exertions of M. Stamar- 
takis, aud, remarkable to add, exactly 
in the form in which they were buried. 
Five minutes' walk from the village of 
Cheronea, which is now named Capra- 
ohs, arc scattered tile limbs of a colossal 
monumental lion, destroy tai by the stu­ 
pidity and avariciousness of the inhabit­ 
ant-;, who believed that beneath its 
base hidden treasures would be discov­ 
ered. Thus this gigantic block of mar­ 
ble, erected to bt* an evorhi'iing testi­ 
mony «>! the glorious deeds of the 
mighty dead, had been undermined aud 
blown up. 
it is on this spot that fin 
some mouths passed excavations have 
been carried on, the first discovery 
being that of a wall, which, upon 
being laid bare, was found to lie twenty- 
live meters long, fifteen meters wide 
aud over two meters high, resting upon 
a foundation one and a half meters in 
depth. 
Iii the parallelogram formed by 
this wall the excavators found at a 
dep h of four meters the remains of I Hi 
TiitUvma resting upon the clay soil, in 
parallel rows of forty4 men, side by side 
exactly in the position iii which they 
had expired. 
Several rows of these 
glorious combatants have already been 
uncovered, tile heads of the lower rows 
resting on the feet of the ones above. 
All the corpses bear the traces of the 
severe wounds from which they died. 
The two thighs of one man have been 
pierced by tho point of a lance; the jaw­ 
bone of another has been smashed; the 
skull of a third terribly mutilated; while 
a fourth, of whom the head is wonder­ 
fully preserved, has his mouth opened, 
seemingly in the act of breathing, and 
this latter it is intended to remove to the 
Museum of Antiquities at Athens. 
It 
is especially remarkable that the whole 
vf the remains of these heroes of the 
town of a hundred gates still retain 
their teeth complete. No weapons were 
found, as these were usually taken 
from the vaii ’ashed, but a number of 
bone buttons, pierced in the middle, 
were discovered 
and 
two handled 
earthenware pots. 
The excavations 
will be continued in order to discover 
the remaining IOO companions of the j 
Theban phalanx and the two memorial i 
stones on the right and left of the lion : 
of Cheronea, which was erected to pre- I 
serve to future generations the names I 
of the noble 300.

Marriages iii Massachusetts. 
Strange to say, in spite of the growth 
and development of tne resources of the 
country aud increased demand for labor, 
even duriug periods of financial de 
pression, the number of marriages in 
this and otherStates is not so great now 
as it has been in previous years. 
The 
rate in 1860 was one in 85.24 of the 
Dilation; in 1870 it was one in 35.54 
in 1878 one in 60.19, January show 
ing the highest record ami March the 
lowest, 
it is found that marriages are 
not so much affected by hard times after 
all, for statistical tables show that mar­ 
riages increase among the poorer classes 
of the community with remarkable 
steadiness in spite of business depres­ 
sion, although it would naturally be sup­ 
posed that the reverse would be true. 
The decrease is found among the 
wealthy classes, where it would not be 
expected to occur. 
Young men often 
give as a reason for not marrying that 
they can not support a family, yet they 
spend more annually than would be re­ 
quired for securing an abundance of 
domestic felicity. Catholic clergymen 
are called upon more frequently than 
those of other denominations to officiate 
Nots 
at marriage ceremonies, in fact, a very 
large part of the marriages of the State 
are presided over by Catholic clergy­ 
men. Some of the most astonishing 
extremes in age seem to And a golden 
mean somewhere in marrying.

year one gentleman under twenty-one 
married 
a 
lady over thirty; 
one 
about twenty-three married a bride 
of over fifty; and one over seventy 
nam ed a fairy of twenty years of age. 
There were eight grooms who drew 
their first prizes in the matrimonial lot­ 
tery in the persons of eight brides who 
had been previously twice widowed. An­ 
other groom chose as his third venture 
one to whom he was the fourth prize.

Seventy-eight colored couples entered 
Upon a life of dusky bliss, including 
twenty-three cases where the grooms 
were colored and the brides white. The 
ratio ol white marriages last year to the 
white population was one in 60.94 and 
that of the colored marriages was one 
in 32.05. A little over half of the brides 
and bridegrooms were natives. 
When 
infants of thirteen and fifteen present 
themselves as candidates for matrimony, 
as has recently happened, although it 
might be suspected that the young 
things couldn't leave their mothers, yet 
with the written consent of parents and 
guardians even suoh obstacles as age, 
or rather lack of it, are passed over, and 
the couple who ought to be just think­ 
ing of getting promoted into the mas­ 
ter's room of a grammar school are ele­ 
vated to the dignity and responsibility 
of man and wife. It was by no means 
an unusual occurrence for two lovers to 
present themselves to the Register for 
a certificate and then never to be heard 
of agalA by bim or any clergyman, it 
probably having occurred to them that 
discretion wasthe better part of valor 
In their case. The change in the mar­ 
riage rate during the past twenty-eight 
years shows that it is rapidly diminish­ 
ing, to account for whicu is not an easy 
task and the inquirer is only left to 
wonder at the result of statistical tables 
which record for us the backward 
growth of marriage as compared with 
an increasing population.—boston Troth 
iller.

the most distant places, arriving and 
departing at the same period year after 
year, are points in the history of birds 
of passage as mysterious as they are in­ 
teresting. We know that most migrants 
fly after sundown, though many of them 
select a moonlight night to cross the 
Mediterranean. Put that their meteoro- 
1 logical instinct is not unerring is proved 
by the fact that thousands are every 
year drowned in their flight over the 
Atlantic and other oceans. Northern 
Africa and Western Asia are selected 
as winter q*iarters by most of them, and 
they may be often noticed on their way 
thither to hang over towns at night, 
puzzled, in spite of their experience, by 
the shifting lights of the streets and 
houses. The swallow or the nightingale 
may sometimes be delayed by unex­ 
pected circumstances. 
Yet it is rarely 
that they arrive or depart many days 
sooner or later, one year with another. 
Professor Newton considered that were 
seafowl satellites revolving round the 
earth their arrival could hardly be more 
surely calculated by an astronomer. 
Foul weather or fair, heat or cold, the 
puffins repair to some of their stations 
punctually on a given day, as if their 
movements were regulated by clock­ 
work. 
The swiftness of flight which 
characterizes most birds enables them 
to cover a vast space In a brief time. 
The common black swift can fly 276 
miles an hour, a speed which, if it 
could be maintained for less than 
half a day, would carry the bird 
from its winter to its summer quarters. 
The large purple swift of America is 
capable of even greater feats on the 
wing. The chimney-swallow is slower 
—ninety miles per hour being about the 
limit of ifs powers; but the passenger 
pigeon of the United States can accom­ 
plish a journey of 1,000 miles between 
sunrise and sunset. It is also true, as 
the ingenious Herr Palinen has attempt­ 
ed to show, that migrants during their 
long flights may be directed by an ex­ 
perience partly inherited and partly ac­ 
quired by the individual bird. They 
often iollow the coast lines of conti­ 
nents, and invariably take, on their 
passage over the Mediterranean, one of 
three routes. 
But this theory will not 
explain how they pilot themselves across 
broad oceans, ana is invalidated by the 
fact, familiar to every ornithologist, that 
the old and young birds do not journey 
in company. 
Iuvariably, the young 
broods travel together; then comes, 
after an interval, the parents, and, 
finally the rear is brought up by the 
weekly, infirm, moping and broken­ 
winged. This is the rule in autumn. 
The return journey is accomplished in 
the reverse order. The distance trav­ 
eled seems, moreover, to have no rela­ 
tion to the size of the traveler. The 
Swedish blue-throut performs its ma­ 
ternal functions among the Laps and 
enjoys its winter holiday among the ne­ 
groes of the Soudan, while the tiny, 
ruby-throated hummiug-bird proceeds 
annually from Mexico to Newfoundland 
and bauk again, though one would im­ 
agine that so delicate a little fairy would 
De more at home among the cacti and 
agaves of the Tierra Caliente than 
among the firs and fogs of the North -- 
Loudon Standard. 


Itinerant mineralogists and our own 
: citizens have been exploring and min* 
I ing for rubies and sapphires in this 
1 county during the last four years. The 
i Sequah mines, owned by W. R. McCon- 
| nell, of this place, and W. G. Strubbe, 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, have yielded many 
precious opaque and translucent rubies 
nearly all of which have found their 
! way, through the late Professor Brad- 
; ley aud others, into the choice mineral 
cabinets of the world. Only a few were 
found nearly transparent, or from three 
j to four carats, and these have been set 
I in jewelry by the present owners. The 
I proceeds arising from the sale of these 
opaque and translucent prisms have 
heretofore only paid the expense of 
mining, but in a short time a new meth­ 
od will be employed for washing these 
precious stones out of the alluvial soils 
and gravel adjacent to Sequah Creek. 
A few days ago Ulysses Grant Ledford, 
a boy eleven years old, found a large, 
deep blue sapphire, perfectly transpa­ 
rent, in size nearly an inch square, but 
wedge shape, weighing thirty-seven 
and one-half carats, the largest ever 
found in America. 
W. G. Strubbe, of 
Cincinnati, Ohio, is now the owner, by 
purchase, of this precious stone, which, 
according to Prof. J. D. Dana's method 1 
of determining the value of precious 
stones, is worth $51,200. 
Boys and 
girls and grown persons are searching j 
For others where this was found. 
Tile 
sapphire is nearly equal to the diamond j 
in value and hardness. 
The largest 
known sapphire is in Mr. Hope's En­ 
glish collection of precious stones, a 
crystal formerly belonging to the Jar- 
din des Plantes, of Paris, for which he 
gave $150,000. Sir Abram Hume also 
possesses a large crystal. 
The compo­ 
sition of a sapphire is pure alumiua. 
Blue is the true sapphire color. 
When 
red it is an oriental 
ruby, 
when 
green an oriental emerald;"when of 
other bright tints it receives other 
names.— Gainesville (Ga.) Eagle.

Preserving Cider, 
It to tnjB habit of some people to use 
poor applos for cider, but a pure, sweet 
article oan only be obtained from good, 
clean, sound fruit. 
Hair-cioth, or gun­ 
ny, is better than straw for the juice to 
pass through, and as the cider runs 
from the press, let it pass through a 
hair sieve into a large vessel. After it 
has stood a few hours, small white bub­ 
bles will be observed coming to the sur­ 
face, through the pomace collected on 
top of the juice. 
Draw off the latter 
through a spigot two or three inches 
from the bottom of the vessel, into 
clean casks, and when bubbles appear at 
the bung-hole, rack it again. Three 
rackings are usually required, before 
the juice is put into barrels, and at the 
last racking, about half a pint of warm 
sweet oil, and half a pound of glucose, 
are added to produce a fine article of 
cider. Place tho cask in a cool place 
and let it stand until the flavor is what 
is desired, when tho cider is put 
into dean barrels previously 
pre­ 
pared 
in 
the 
following 
manner: 
Take 
clean 
strips 
of 
rags 
and 
dip them in melted sulphur; burn them 
in the bung hole of the barrel, laying 
the bung loosely on the end of the rag 
to retain the fumes of the sulphur in the 
barrel. Put a pound of mustard seed 
(secured in a coarse muslin bag) in the 
barrel and add also a pound of isinglass 
or fine gelatine, dissolved in hot water. 
The cider will keep sweet a long time 
treated in this way. 
It must be kept in 
a cool pl&ee. 
A later method of keeping cider 
sweet, employed by prcfessional cider 
makers* is by the use of calcium sul­ 
phite, or sulphite of lime and besides 
being more convenient it has been 
found to be as equally effective as the 
sulphur vapor and mustard. 
The pre­ 
liminary steps in each case are the 
same. To each gal Iou of cider in the 
cask, add from an eighth to a quarter 
of an ounce of sulphite, first mixing the 
latter in a quart of 4 he cider, then 
pouring it into the « as1' and thoroughly 
mixing by rolling ll- ousk about.

H o w a J a n e s v i l l e S e t t l e r lo B a l » y i« s 
a D a k o t a W in t e r . 
Henry H. Guernsey, who wjat from 
here last fall to Altamont, Deuel county. 
Dakota, writes us renewing his subscrip­ 
tion to the Gazette, remarking that “I 
cannot live here contentedly without my 
weekly visit from Janesville’s oldest in­ 
habitant, as it were,” and then proceeds 
to give some items of interest concerning 
tile (country in which he has settled. 
Knowing that his many friends here yviII 
be glad to hear from him we give his own 
words: 
“ I presume you kuow all about the 
beautiful rolling surface of our country 
out here; its deep, rich soil, handsome 
lakes, smiling villages, boundless grain 
fields, exhilarating climate, etc., etc., of 
which I need not trouble you to listen 
again, although I will state that all you 
may have heard is not all a fancy chromo* 
I doubt if tile pen of the most enthusi­ 
astic tourist could more than do the 
country justice (in the summer season.) 
As to our winters, if this is a sample, yes, 
if this is, 
“ carry me back to Old Vir­ 
ginia.” But we are told by the oldest in­ 
habitant that ’tis unheard of—such con­ 
tinuous cold and succession of blizzards. 
The younger inhabitants concur without 
ti dissenting voice I believe. We see, 
however, that ’tis not all sunshine in our 
old home, by our papers, when we are so 
blessed as to receive them, which has 
been quite rare lately, as the railroad has 
been blocked twice this month already. 
When trains are stopped it seems a little 
lonely of course, still if one is busy he 
don't mind tile loss. As near as I can 
ascertain tile winters are usually no more 
severe than those of Wisconsin. 
We 
have here a country of great promise, 
plenty of good aud beautiful farms as 
fine as auy part of old Rock Prairie, and 
as free to him who will come and take 
them, as is the gentle zephyr, that wafts, 
Ac. It is not well to say too much though, 
about zephyrs. I would state, however, 
in sober earnest, that there are great op­ 
portunities here for any man Jwho has a 
little grit iii his composition. Of course 
you know it takes some nerve to open ap 
ii new country, but with our railroad 
facilities it Is nothing compared to what 
we all went through in Rock county 
thirty-five years ago. We are only twen­

SLIMM AHONG I X HI AAM. 
George L. Bliss, brother of Howard F. 
Bliss, of this city, has been doing some 
important aud interesting business with 
the Indians in the interests of the Chica­ 
go & Northwestern railroad company aa 
will be seen from the following dispatch 
from Sioux City, Iowa: 
George L. Bliss, right of way agent of 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad, 
arrived in this city to-day from Spotted 
Tail and Red Cloud agencies, where he 
had been to negotiate the right of way 
for the Black Hills line of his road west 
of the Missouri. He reports the treaty 
with these bands of Sioux similar to that 
made with the Cheyenne and Lower 
Brule bands at Washington in Decem­ 
ber. The company is to give 811b per 
mile for a right of way two hundred feet 
wide, and have one hundred and sixty 
acres, at 87 per acre, for stations. Bliss 
says all the bands of Sioux having an 
interest iii tho great reservation west of 
the Missouri river have now agreed on 
this basis of right of way for his company 
and the Milwaukee and St. Paul, the 
money received to be divided by the 
government among the different bands, 
in proportion to their nu milers. In three 
weeks’ travel west of the Missouri he 
found the average temperature 14 below 
zero. The oldest Indians say it is the 
worst winter known. The roads run­ 
ning to this city are not blockaded, but 
trains are late. It was 14 below zero til is 
morning.
